••Let me make the songs of a Nation 
and I care not who makes its laws' 
was an inspired utterance. 
'V allan ii in­ 
haul said, in one of the fiery speeches 
he delivered upon the war, that “ The 
Star-spangled Banner1 and “ Yankee 
Doodle1’ had done more to send men 
to battle than forty years of legisla­ 
tion. During the war a blockade of 
the Southern States prevented auy ex­ 
portation of oottou, and the people of 
Manchester, in England, who were em­ 
ployed in the factorial were in great 
(listless. W hen 
the 
blockade w as 
raised and tho cotton sent out, all the 
men, women and children, to whom it 
meant food, and drink and shelter, 
thronged out to welcome its arrival, 
and when they saw the great bales and 
touched the white, fleecy manna, thcv 
broke out in one great cry of song: 
•* Praise Oo«l from whom all blessings flow.” 
And this proved Carole true when 
he said: “ At the heart of all things is 
music.” The power of song is beyond 
reckoning: 
•* Give us a song, the soldiers cried, 
The outer trenches guarding, 
When the heated guns of the camps allied, 
Grew weary of bombarding. 
44 They bang of love, and not of fame. 
Forgot was Britain’s glory 
Each heart recalled a different name. 
But alt sang Annie Laurie.** 
ft is one of tho rules of a prominent 
Eastern seminary for young ladies that 
pupils shall not sing songs without per­ 
mission from the principal. The motive 
of this apparently arbitrary rule is fur­ 
nished by the fact that at an earlier 
day, when the institution w as less pop­ 
ular than it is now*, a pupil sat dowrn to 
the piano during an hour of recess in 
the large study hall and sung “Home, 
Sweet Home;’’ the whole school had 
gathered about her, and all the girls 
were weeping. A great wave of home­ 
sickness swept the seminary, aud par­ 
ents received melancholy letters, wnich 
instituted inquiries; and there were no 
more songs of a sentimental nature per­ 
mitted. 
There is something quaint and touch­ 
ing about the history’ of songs. 
Let a 
war break out in a country and poets 
are inspired to sing patriotic verse, and, 
like a magnetic current, the numbers 
flash from the fireside to the battlo 
field. 
“ Tramp, tramp, tramp, tho boys are 
marching” was as universally known as 
the English language. 
“ When this cruel war is over” wTas 
sung, whistled, played in hearth and 
halT It is not the words of the song, 
but the air which makes it immortal; it 
is the movement of words without re­ 
gard to sense; but the air and words 
produce a combined harmony that is 
grateful to the soul. Here is some­ 
thing that was never meant to be sung, 
but some one saw’ future possibilities in 
it, and it has become as familiar as 
household words: 
44 I’ve a letter from thy sire, 
Baby mine I 
I can read and never tire. 
Baby mine! 
He is sailing o’er the sea. 
Ho is coming home to thee, 
He 1s coming home to inc. 
Baby mine." 
When Christine Nilsson came first to 
America, she was expected to sing for­ 
eign airs in an unknown tongue; she 
dm, and held great audiences spell­ 
bound with her marvelous voice. But 
when, in response to an encore, the 
pretty, spoiled, willful songstress came 
forward, with a petulant, shrug of her 
shapely shoulders and a vicious kick to 
her satin train, she sang, ah! who can 
ever forget it who heard her: 
44 Way down upon the Suwanee Bibber, 
Far. far away— 
Dar’s wha my heart is t im Intr cbbcr 
Bar's wha dc ole folks stay. 
44 All up and down de whole creation 
Sadly I roam. 
« 
Still longing for dc old plantation 
And for de old folks at home I 


44 AU de world am sad and dreary 
Kbery wha I roam, 
Oh. darkeys, how my heart arrows weary. 
Far from dc old folks at home." 
Songs used to be sung and never 
written. It will be remembered how 
the Scotch people received Sir Walter 
Scott when he wTent among them to 
write dow’n their traditional songs— 
they resented their being put in print. 
The troubadours and minstrels who 
m ag through the countries of olden 
time were often lovers, poets or ambas­ 
sadors in disguise. 
They sang their 
way at court and at camp, and wiled 
many a plan out of the unwary. 
A 
music store with its laden shelves alpha­ 
betically arranged is a quaint study for 
the curious. In one of our city music 
stores a young lady recently asked a 
bashful clerk, new to the business, if 
he had 
44 Darling, we shall meet again " 
Ile climbed a sten-laddcr and began 
to investigate the “ b ’s,” and not find­ 
ing it among several hundred darlings, 
asked the young lady: 
“ Will you take some other darling? ” 
Then he stammered, and she blushed, 
and he agonized over the D’s again: 
44 Darling, I am growingold,” 
“ Darling, Is your heart my own? * 
♦‘Darling, you are getting bald." 
44Darling, we must part to-night.** 
At last he found the right darling, 
key of G, and delivered it. 
44 Grandfather’s Clock1 ’ besieged the 
ears of tho Nation for a year ana then 
ran down never to go again.” 
“ Put away the little garments 
That our darling used to wear, 
He will need them now no longer 
He has climbed tho golden stair.* 
These pjtthetic lines 
first evoked 
tears of sentiment, then a reaction of 
laughter set in, and innumerable paro­ 
dies; they were popular and touched a 
tender chord iu many a heart, but they 
were travestied until they became the 
expression of slang, instead of fecli 
oome of the songs which have an 
mg. 
I al­ 
most phenomenal popularity possess 
the sentiments of hymns. The “Sweet 
Bye and Bye ” belongs to this class; 
the tune and the rhythm are harmo­ 
nious. and there is a peculiar chanting, 
swaying air to the song that is like tho 
old negro camp-meeting melodies. It 
was sung in church and in the concert 
saloon, played in the orchestra and 
upon tile hurdy-gurdy, sung by many a 
death-bed and chanted In toe waters of 
baptism. 
• “Nancy Lee,” “BiUee Taylor,” and 
other songs of that class, gain a foot­ 
hold among the masses that is wonder­ 
ful. The old songs “ Dan Tucker,” 
“Sally in our Alley,” 
and 
other 
comic rhymes, were subordinate to 
*£tftinthe Stilly Night,” “Tho Last 
Rose of Summer,” “ Thou art so near 
a n d je t so far,” and songs of a purely 
sentimental type. But now a song to 
be accepted must be sung by the news­ 
boys and bootblacks, ana whist lei I on 
the promenade. 
“ Sweet Genevieve” 
was the darling of the populace. Tho 
Negro minstrels sing all too best and 
tenderest songs, and sing them well, too, 
and the theater makes a speciality of 
little touching things thatgo all abroad, 
and are the rage. Boor Mary McVickcr 
(Mrs. Edwin Booth), who, with every­ 
thing to live for, is surely drifting away 
from loving hearts mado a great success 
with the plaintive “ Willow Song,” 
which she sung when she personated 
“Desdomona,” to Booth’s “ Iago,” and 


Edwin Adams “Othello.” prior to their 
marriage. 
It made the song a draw iug- 
room favorite albeit it was Snakspeare s. 
Songs about mother are very numer­ 
ous: 
44 What is Home without a Mother?” 
44 Mother’s Hair is Turning Gray.’ 
44 Rock Me to Sleep. Mother,” 
And a host of others. 
Someone once 
suggested that if the young lady who 
warbled at the piano would occasionally 
sing: 
44 Take a Chair anil Rest, MotherI” 
It would be an addition to the song lit­ 
erature. 
“ lather” doesn’t seem to be 
successfully embodied in song. There 
is one melody: 
44 Father, dear’ Father, Come Home frith mo 
Now,** 
But Hie “old man” does not seem to be 
an ornament to the verse.— Detroit Free

USEFUL AND SUGGESTIVE. 


—Kerosene lamps which arc trimmed 
daily rarely explode. 
—When sewing buttons on children’s 
clothes where there will be much strain 
on the button, the danger from tearing 
the cloth out will be greatly lessened 
by putting a small button directly un­ 
der the larger outside button. This ap­ 
plies of course, only to buttons with 
holes through them. 
—It is a good plan to boil onions in 
milk and water as it diminishes^ the 
strong taste of that vegetable. Chop 
them after they aro boiled and put 
them in a stew-pan with a little cream 
and let them stand about fifteen min­ 
utes. This gives thorn a fine flavor, 
and they should be served up very hot. 
—Rich Soda Cake.—One pound of 
pulverized loaf sugar, mixed with three­ 
quarters of a pound of sweet butter, 
tho beaten whites of fourteen eggs and 
two teaspoonfuls of cream of tartar 
sifted with a pound of flour, and lastly, 
a teaspoonful of soda dissolved in half a 
teaspoonful of sweet milk and strained; 
bake immediately. 
—Cream Candy.—Moisten a pound 
and a half of granulated sugar with 
half a cup of cold water and a quarter 
of a teaspoon of cream tartar^ a tea­ 
spoonful of powdered gum arabic, and 
a tablespoonful of vinegar. 
Boil until 
it will harden in cold water, flavor with 
vanilla, rose or orange, and pour into 
buttered plates to cool; then pull until 
white, stretch into wide, thin strips mid 
cut it off. 
—Ingrowing Toe Nails.—To cure in­ 
growing toe nails, one authority says, 
put a small pieco of tallow in a spoon, 
heat it until it becomes very hot, and 
pour on the granulations. 
Pain and 
tenderness are relieved at once, and in 
a few days the granulations are all 
E 
nc, the diseased parts dry and grow 
statute of all feeling, and the edge of 
the nail exposed so as to admit of bciq^ 
pared away without any inconvenience. 
—Rolls.—Make a stiff batter with 
cold water, work in as much Graham 
flour as will knead well, and then 
knead tor twenty minutes or half an 
hour. 
Make into rolls one-half inch or 
two inches in thickness, and bake in a 
hot oven.on a grate or baking-pan 
dusted with flour, laying them a little 
distance apart. 
Excellent rolls may bo 
made by kneading any kind of flour 
into cold grail am. corn meal, or oat­ 
meal pudding. 
Eat while warm.

Hints to Young Housekeepers. 


All 3’oung housekeepers should learn 
as soon as possible 
how 
to pre­ 
pare dishes for dessert which can be 
made on very short notice, that they 
may not be annoyed in the event of un­ 
expected company to dinner. 
In sum­ 
mer fruit answers every purpose, but at 
other seasons, and particularly if the 
first course Is not very elaborate, she 
will need to have something more sub­ 
stantial. 
A delicious pudding can bo 
made in a few minutes by taking one 
pint of milk and stirring into it half a 
cupful of cassava, half a cupful of cocoa­ 
nut, tw’o eggs, a little butter, salt and 
sugar to taste; flavor with vanilla. 
Cook this as you would boiled custard. 
When cooked and put in tho dish in 
which it is to be served, pour over tho 
top the white of one egg beaten to a 
stiff froth, with a tablespoonful of pul­ 
verized sugar added. 
Set it in the oven 
for a short time to brown. This may 
be eaten w'arm or cold, with jelly or 
preserves or without. 
Another dish 
which is easily made and w hich is eco­ 
nomical as well as palatable, is to take 
slices of cake which are a little dry mid 
pour oVcr them w hile hot some boiled 
custard; cover the dish quickly, and 
the hot custard will steam tho cake 
sufficiently. 
Raisin cake steamed and 
served w;ith some pudding sauce is 
good. 
“ Velvet cream” to be eaten 
with cake is made in this way: Beat the 
w’hitcs of four eggs to a stiff froth, add 
two tablespoonfuls of sugar, two table­ 
spoonfuls of currant jelly, tw*o table­ 
spoonfuls of raspberry jam; beat all 
well together; cream may be added or 
not, as you choose. Oranges cut up, 
with 
sugar 
and grated cocoanuts 
sprinkled over them, are also nice with 
cake.— N. Y. Post. 


The Last Man et Isandhuia. 


The Times, of Natal, contains an 
account obtained from ‘native sources 
by Mr. Osborn, the British Resident in 
Zululand, of the memorable disaster at 
Isaudlana. 
Several new facts of great 
interest are mentioned, notably the dis­ 
covery on tho battle-field of Lord 
Chelmsford’s written orders to Colonel 
Pulleine. The description of the stand 
made by the 44 last man” is full of 
pathos. 
“ He struggled on and on, re­ 
treating higher and higher up the hill, 
till he reached a small cave or recess in 
the rocks, into which he crept and, 
writh his gun kept off the enemies. 
The ground in front of the little cave 
(which was pointed out to me) falls 
stcoply down, and the Zulus taking 
advantage of the rocks and stones 
scaHcreS about, endeavored, two or 
three at a time, lo approach and shoot 
him. The soldier, however, was very 
cool and wary, and invariably shot 
every Zulu as he appeared; he did not 
blaze away hurriedly, but loaded quiet­ 
ly, took deliberate aim, and 4 killed a 
in an with every shot,’ till at last the 
Zulus, being now very tired, a number 
of men, good shots, were brought up 
with guns, who fired simultaneously at 
the unfortunate man and so killed him. 
This busted far into the afternoon, 4 and 
tile shadows were long on the hills’ 
(probably about 5 r. M.) before this 
man, who my informant said, was the 
last to die, met his fate.”

Stories About Early Railroading. 


R. R. Randall, of Lincoln, Neb., was 
in Toledo a few days since, and related 
an incident of his lirst experience in 
railroading in Illinois. 
Tnis was in 
1845, and Mr. Randall was then a boy. 
The Springfield & Mcredocia Railroad, 
at present forming the oldest link in 
the great Wabash system, hail just been 
built. 
One bright Sabbath morning, while 
all good little boys were at Sunday- 
school, Mr. Randall, with other urchins, 
going 
out on exploring expedition 
in search of fresh mischief, found a 
flat car standing on a side tracks 
The 
boys, after many experiments, hit upon 
a plan to propel tile car. 
A strong 
breeze was sweeping across the prai­ 
ries. 
They obtained a piece of scant­ 
ling and a sheet, and rigged a sail upon 
the car. 
The wind rose, the sail tilled, 
and the car moved down the track. By 
the time it reached the main track a 
f 
'ood speed hail been obtained, and the 
•oys. enjoying their first trip upon the 
railroad, were in high glee. 
The ear 
swept on down tho main track, gaming 
speed every moment. 
Houses, corn­ 
fields, gardens and 
orchards were 
passed iii quick succession, but the car 


s i k h ! on, its velocity never slackening. 
I ho boys were becoming uneasy. They 
were getting too much of a good thing.

Sun” an advertising

is opposed to the office of street commis­ 
sion, no matter who the commissioner 
may be. Believing as we do, that a 
street commissioner is one of the best 
system’s ever inaugurated in our city, we 
wish to say a word in its behalf. 
Last 
year the commissioner did not cost the 
city to exceed one hundred dollars, he 
having collected his entire salary out of 
the poll tax list, getting the greater share 
of it from from parties that are taxable 
iu no other way; lie worked early und 
late, the city getting the advantage of an 
overseer of its public works that was on 
the ground at the time the work iris bd ny 
instead of the opinion of somebody 
after it was done. The men who make 
our best aldermen, are men who make 
our best business men aud mechanics. 
Many a time the office of alderman hits 
been refused by the man best qualified 
to fill tile position, because he had not 
tho timo to devote to street improve­ 
ments during his junior year. Often­ 
times men are most successful in getting 
to lie alderman who are lax in collecting 
the street resources, the poll bix, and 
who, if they did 
their whole 
duty, 
would visit the workmen tw’o or three 
tunes a day, when streets are being re­ 
paired, blat least see who is at w'ork and 
what is boing done, and not bi have bi 
wait until the bills are presented b> the 
council bi get tho information. In our 
opinion a large majority of the tax pay­ 
ers of this city believe a street comission- 
er, if nu honest, faithful man, 
is a 
good 
thing. 
The 
Sun’s 
wri­ 
ter 
says tho 
street 
commissioner 
expended $741.83 in the Fourth ward ami 
thereby caused a rebellion tliut resulted 
in the election of Ald. Robinson. It must 
have been, if this statement is correct, 
that the people were dissatisfied with the 
smallness of the amount, for the alder­ 
man mentioned expended $1,250.00 ti o 
year before. Let us see how it works. 
The street commissioner repaired, graded, 
Ac, 3,0 ti feet 
of highway, 
iii the 
Fourth ward and has an acconut of every 
foot of the work, w hen done and the ex­ 
pense of doing it. If the same care w as 
taken by tho alderman lie ought to be 
able to account for 4,500 feet, and show’ 
Bj>ecifically w'hen done, what each job 
cost, and he being much better prepared 
to keep the accounts of one w’ard than 
tho writer claims a man can be in five 
wards, should give much more iii debiil 
thru a street commissioner can do. If 
this can be done, and then it can be 
showu that the issue on aldermen in the 
Fourth ward was made squarely at the 
p ills, “street commissioner or no street 
commissioner,” then in reality the Fourth 
ward has recorded itself against a street 
commissioner.

Albany, N. Y., May IC.—Tho city has 
l)eeu greatly excited this afternoon and 
evening over tho latest phase of Couk- 
ling's fight against the administration.
